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1, On 24 June 1950, the Union Belge pour la Defense de la Paix (UEDP),, a 


Communist front organization, held a meeting in Brussels at vhich the 
two principal speakers were Profeasor Vex Cosyas end “ustave “ugene [ susoi. 


Z, Gosyns, a pro-Soviet nuclear physioist at the University of Brussel: wko has 
been reported to be a member of the Belgian Communist Party, rave a dis- 
course on the subject of "Nuclear “nergy, Science and Peace". In this 
spesch, Co#yns deacribad the development of the control of nuclear energy. 


The following is a summary of the major points of his talk; 


3. In 1925, developments in the field of meclear onergy had reached the point 
of practice] application. Oaginring in 1941 until the end of the war, the 
United States concentrated upon this problem. The extremely high caste -* 
this work were borne by the American trusts in return for a guaiantee by 
the “nitead States sovernment that they would have exclusive rights to the 
industrial applicstion of the discoveries, which would give them a tremendous 
advantere over all other countries. However, in September 1945, the United 
States Governrent reversed its decision and decided to keep the new discoveries 
secret. As compensation, the trusts were awarded a subsidy for the mam- 
fecture of atomic bombs, but this compensation was ludiercus in comparison 
with the immense profits the trusts would heve made had they been able to 
put the new discoveries to industrial use. CGosyas reported that the directors 
of the trusts have become extremely discontented with thia state of affairs, 
as they become awara of the fact that the monopolistic policy of the United 
States Government has enabled other countries, particularly the U.5.5.R., %o 
overtele the U. &. in the development of nuclear energy. The e-tual reason 
Yor this policy, however, is an effort on the part of the Wmited States te 
preserve its economic superiority by controlling the develonment of nuclear 
anergy. In this respect, the lecturer made a special point of the fact that 
he had requested that two percent of the uranium nroduction of the Belgian 
Congo te allocated to Belgian laboratories, but had been given only 1/10,000 of 
one percent. He remarlted thet even had the two pereent request been accorded, 
it would take Belgium thirty years to preduce ons sole atomic bomb, and there 
Was every reason to believe that befors that wa would te involved in ® new 
wer, He stated that develonment towards the use of atomic piles in the pro- 
duction of electricity had already bean reterded five years by the restrictions 
imposed by the United States, and repeated that these reatrictionsa were im 
pesed for the purpose of seferuarding American sconomic predominance rather 
cee” prevant thea acquisition of important information by an unfriondly 
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Following this, Gustave “upene Dusesoi, the director of the information 
service of t*s URDP, delivered an oration on the horrors of ar atomic 
war and the 1 solation in Europe which wes to be expected as a result 
of the plans of the «western Fowers to defend Surope against the Soviet 
Union, After en introductor, discourse dealing with the lcng-termr as 
well as the immediate effects of an asomic blast, Dusesoi went on to an 
analysis ef the strategic considerations of an atowice war between the 
U,5.S,R, and the Western allies. Ue puinted out that the U,S.A., be- 
cause of the concentration of its industry end porulation, was much 
more vulneratle to an atomic attack than was the Soviet Union. “his 
was the reason behind the reported plans of tha U.S.A, to attennt to 
hold any Soviet advance at a succession of “uropean defense lines ty the 
use of atomic bomb attacks from advance air basas in Western Europe, 

He painted a rraphic picture of the dasoletion which would te inflicted 
upon “vrope as a result of this strategy. At the end of his speech, 
Dusesoi called upon all mer of food will, of all religions ard of all 
classes to join the partisans of poace in an effort to vrevent the next 
war from occurring. * 
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
